WESTERN NATIONS 


WARN FIGHTERS 


Twenty Republics Express 
Disapproval of Operation 
of Belligerents in Waters 
of the “wo Americas. 


Washington, December 8.—Twenty-na- 
tions of the western hemisphere today 
expressed their disapproval of the ef- 
fects of opetations of the European 


belligerents in the waters of the two| 


Americas, and appointed a commission 
of diplomats to formulate practical 
steps contemplating a more vigorous 
assertion of the rights of neutrals. 

Jathered around an voval table in the 
magnificent Pan-American Union build- 
ing the diplomatic representatives of 
the American republics. most of them 
under specific instructions from their 
governments, urged united action by 
the nations of this hemisphere to re- 
store trade and remove some of the 
burdens placed on commerce by the Eu- 
ropean war. It was the first interna- 
tional conference of neutral nations 
which had assembled in any part of 
the globe since the European war be- 
gan, and irrespective of its possible ac- 
complishments during the present con- 
flict, was regarded as the birth of a 
new movement in international law 
for the definition of the right of the 
neutral as opposed to the right of the 
belligerent. 

Underlying the several speeches made 
by the diplomats was a note of warning 
that the presence of belligerent war- 
ships in the western hemisphere already 
had produced grave complications be- 
tween American nations and ‘Muropean 
powers, demonstrating the vital need 
of Pan-American solidarity. 

Seoretary Bryan made the opening 
speech, pointing out that the United 
States sympathized deeply with the 
plight of its neighboring republics and 
declaring the innocent nations should 
not be forced to suffer for the acts 
of the belligerents.

American Union declares: 

“1. That the magnitude of the pres- 
ent European war presents new prob- 
lems of international law, the solution 
of which is of equal interest to the 
entire world.

“3. That the principal cause for this 
result is that the respective rights of 
the belligerents and of the neutrals are 
not clearly defined, notwithstanding 
that such definition is demanded both 
by general convenience as by the spir- 
it of justice which doubtlessly ani- 
mates the belligerents with respect to 
the interests of the neutrals. 

“4. That considerations of 
character call for a definition of 
rights as promptly as possible upon the 
principle that liberty of commerce 
should not be restricted beyond the 
point indispensable for military opera- 
tions.

HABEAS CORPUS WRIT 
FOR LEO FRANK TODAY 


Prisoner Will Probably Be Re- 
sentenced to Death Either 
Today or Tomorrow.

Today is the date set for the presen- 
tation of the writ of habeas corpus 


that will demand the presence of Leo 
Frank before Judge Hill for resentence 
to death. 

The exact time of the doomed man’s 
resentencing, however, will not ‘be made 
public. It is probable that he will be 
brought into court either late this 
afternoon or early Thursday morning. 
He will be resentenced by Judge Hill, 
who heard two motions for a new trial 
submitted by Frank’s attorneys, and 
who overruled both. 

Announcements were made in the 
headquarters for Frank’s defénse Tues- 
day that counsel was contemplating 
the advisability of again bringing the 
case into the supreme court of Geor- 
gia and the federal courts on grounds 
that Frank was not given a fair and 
impartial trial on account of the atti- 
tude of the crowds that thronged the 
courthouse. 

In event they decide upon this action 
Frank’s attorneys will plead with the 
State Supreme court for a writ of error 
on which they might carry their argu- 
ment to the United States supreme 
court. If the state court refuses, the 
argument will be submitted to the 
Washington court in exactly the same 
manner the last motion was carried 
there. 

This action would be based largely 
upon the opinions of Judge L. S. Roan, 
who, upon refusing to grant a new 
trial, declared he did not know whether 
Frank was guilty or not, and of Jus- 
tice Holmes, who stated his opinion 


that he did not believe Frank had had 
a fair trial. 


Attorney Harry Alexander, represent- 
ative of counsel, is still in Washington 
awaiting word from his associates in 
Atlanta.

Attained Great Distinction. 

Washington, December 8.—With just 
half of his life span of sixty years de- 
voted to the diplomatic service or sub- 
jects directly related to it, William 
Woodville Rockhill was considered one 
of the best equipped Americans to deal 
with international issues. He also had 
attained scientific distinction and was 
on the his- 
tory, manner and conditions o?: such 
little known people as the Thibetans. 

The Smithsonian institution dispatch- 
ed Mr. Rockhill to Thibet in 1888 and 
in 1892 when that country was forbid- 
den to foreigners and was supposed to 
be entered only at great peril. One 
result of these explorations was a mon- 
umental work on Thibet, regarded as a 
text-book on the subject. 

Mr, Rockhill was born in Philadel- 
Phia in 1854 and was educated in 
“nance. He entered the diplomatic 
service as second secretary at Pekin 
in 1884, and afterwards was.charge of 
the American legation at Seoul, Korea. 
He was chief clerk of the department 
-of state for a brief period, and in 1894 
became third assistant secretary of 
state, from which he was promoted to 
be first assistant secretary. 

In 1897 he went to Athens as Amer- 
ican minister to Greece, Rumania and 
Servia. He returned to the United 
States two years later to become di- 
rector of the bureau of international 
American republics, which post he held 
for six years, relinquishing it to ac- 
cept the Chinese mission, where he 
served four years. From Pekin Mr. 
kKiocKhill was promoted to be ambassa- 
dor to St. Petersburg, where he re- 
mained for two years, and at his own 
request, in 1911, was transferred to the 
embassy at Constantinople. 

November 20, 1913, having been re- 
lieved by Ambassador Morgenthau, Mr. 
Rockhill terminated his connection 
with the American diplomatic service. 

President Yuan Shi-Kai :quickly re- 
tained him as one of China’s financial 
advisers. He was on his way to China 
in company with Mrs. Rockhill when 
obliged to land at Honolulu on account 
of his severe illness. 


NO RULES YET DRAWN 
FOR THE STATE BANKS 


DIX SALE 


Washington, December 8.—-The feder- 
al reserve board’s conference today: 
with state bank and trust company 
representatives on regulations for their 
entrance to the federal system failed 
to reach a point where definite rules 
to govern their admission could be eut- 
lined.

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THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 
Meeting a period of national and interna- 
tional strain and excitement with character- 


—— 
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istic poise and calm, the annual message of 
President Wilson fulfills anticipation. 

Interest centers, of course, around the 
president's attitude toward the intense dis- 
cussion of our naval and military policy. 

The old world has caught on fire since the 
last annual address_to congress, controversy 
has raged in this country, and there has 
been a plethora of hysteria. 

The president meets the situation square- 
ly, without flinching and without mental 
gyrations. It is evident he is opposed to 
committing the country to a departure from 
its traditional policy by the upbuilding of a 
huge standing army and an overshadowing 
navy. Yet, reading between the lines, the 
intelligent reader finds the president is not 
blind to the tensity of the situation. He bids 
the nation be calm. He assures us _ that 
“adequate” preparation will be made. But 
he is averse to any hair-trigger deductions 
from the European struggle and.to any sud- 
den innovation in policy that may bring sub- 
sequent regrets. | 

In other words, America is plainly told 
that the interests of this country will be 
cared for, but that nothing is to be gained 
by anyone “seeing red” or by any program 
of expansion being scrambled up overnight 
to appease overwrought imagination? 

The president of the greatest neutral na- 
tion on earth could hardly have been ex- 
pected to get up in public, even before con- 
gress, and divulge the plans of this nation. 
The president has gone far enough in reas- 
suring his own people and the diplomatists 
of Hurope will not be slow to understand 
his language of polite caution to the old 
world. We are going to do the right thing 
in plenty of time. But we are not going to 
be stampeded or, as Mr. Wilson aptly says, 
lose our “self-possession.”’ 

The other portions of the message pre- 
sage a quiet session. Conservation will be 
dealt with, as was understood when congress 
adjourned. But there is to be no general 
stirring up of the political or economic pot, 
for which devout thanks are in order. It is 
incumbent upon congress, also, to act upon 
rural credits. The party, all parties, are 
committed to such legislation and it is in- 
dispensable to round out the equities of the 
new currency system. What R. D. Callaway, 
of Washington, Ga., says elsewhere in this 
connection is pertinent. 

It is fortunate the president has stressed 
economy. The nation is in no mood for 
“pork barrels” or political melons. The 
more sparing congress is with the public 
money, the public patience and the public 
time, the better for the nation and the demo- 
cratic party. 


NO PLACE FOR POLITICS. 


It is impossible to keep the cloven hoof 
of petty political intrigue out of any brand of 
city government. But the last department 
of any city government that should be made 
subject to the penalties of political intrigue 
is its system of educagion. The Constitution, 
therefore, sounds an emphatic note of warn- 
ing over the wrangle in council respecting 
the election of a member of the board of 
education. 

What the people are demanding now more 
than ever from the school system is effi- 
ciency. In line with that demand, they are 
contemplating a bond sufficient to 
neutralize the neglect of the past and antici-

The brute with the long ears 
and the sledge-hammer hoofs will need a spe- 
cial historian. 


A HEALTH UMPIRE. 


President* William C. Woodward, of the 
American Public Health association, ad- 


dressing the annual convention of that Body” 


at Jacksonville, Fla., declared that 
cause of public health in this country -suf- 
fered because there were too many, too 
diffuse, too contradictory and unequipped 
health agencies. He spoke for a closer knit- 
ting of the bonds that unite the various or- 
ganizations working for health in America. 

Dr. Woodward has touched on one of 
the weakest spots in the health armor of 
the United States. There are as many 
health associations as there are medical 
schools of thought, and as mahy more as 
there are cranks and faddists. Also, except 
when a plague strikes, there is apt to be a 
great deal of conflict and lost motion as 
between state and federal health activities. 
Between all these shortcomings, the death 
rate rises and the efficiency rate falls. 

It is, of course, an impossible dream to 
expect that all the unofficial agencies di- 
rected at health-making in this country 
shall lie down like the lamb and work in 
common, The medical profession, like the 
average prima donna, has lots of “tempera- 
ment,’ whatever that is, is full of jealousies 
and piques and feuds. What is ethics in 
one school is insanity in another, and vice 
versa. But the country has a right to de- 
mand that so far as possible the health 
bodies in this country shall strive to find 
a meeting ground and that one shall not 
tear down where the other tries to build up. 

Over and above all, we are more and 
more led to the conclusion that the federal] 
government ought to be a sort of clearing 
house for the health-making energies of 
this country. The fact that there is such 
slack connection, and such a large ‘“‘twi- 
light zone” between federal and state health 
authorities, is responsible for many mil- 
lions of our preventable tragedies in this 
country. Also, it ought to be possible for 
the federal government, conducting a 
health department which it now lacks, to 
act aS umpire between the warring medica] 
and health in America. 

We need a health merger and a health 
umpire in this country. The government is 
the proper entity for both roles.

There come now and then reports to this 
city from other parts of the country inti- 
mating that if there jis a beginning of 
domestic business activity of a kind that 
points to great and rapid increase it would 
be interesting to know where that activity 


is to be found. Some of the reports say that 


exaggerated accounts of purchases in the 
United States of commodities by belligerent 
and neutral nations are now widely circu- 
lated. From New England is heard the ques- 
tion, “Where are these heavy purchases of 
shoes of which so much has been said 
made-——certainly not in New England?’ So, 
also, the assertion is made that unfounded 
reports of increased activity in the manu- 
factories where electrical apparatus is made 
have been in circulation. 

These reports clearly show, it is be- 
lieved here, that there are spots in the 
country where the immediate and direct 
effect of the heavy purchases made in the 
United States has not yet been felt. Further- 
more, no responsible person has as yet pro- 
claimed that a great increase of business 
activity throughout the United States has 
begun. But there has been a unanimous 
opinion voiced by those who are competent 
to give it that we are upon the eve of such 
business activity in the United States as we 
have not heretofore known. The mistake 
which is made by those who complain that 
business still remains not very good is due 
to the fact that they are speaking of ex- 
isting conditions, whereas those best in- 
formed say we shall not see unquestioned 
evidences of a revival of activity until after 
the first of the new year. 

Revival of Foreiga Trade. 

Probably in all of the financial institu- 
tions here and elsewhere closer heed is now 
paid to the daily reports which tell of our 
increasing trade than to the detailed reports 
of the progress of the war in Europe. The 
story of the war from one point of view is 
subordinate in interest to the story of the 
extraordinary revival of foreign trade. Sta- 
tisticians at Washington and private rec- 
ords which h'ave been made from day to day 
furnish proof that cannot be denied not 
merely of an immediate increase in our for- 
eign trade, but also of the promise of con- 
tinued increases until by midwinter there 
will be a record of an increase whose pro- 
portions two months ago would have been 
deemed impossible. The record of our for- 
eign trade in November is not yet reported 
with the accuracy which characterizes gov- 
ernmental statistics. tut there have been 
private records as well as a partial estimate 
at Washington which show that our foreign 
trade for November was in money value 
approximately $215,000,000, That furnished 
a handsome excess in the money value of the 
commodities exported as compared with a 
like value of commodities imported. It is 
possible now to assume that the interna- 
tional visible trade balance in our favor for 
the calendar year will be not far from 
$250,000,000. When it is remembered that in 
July of this year all the indications pointed 
to an adverse trade balance for the calendar 
year then some idea can be obtained of the 
magnitude of the change. 

sut for the fact that our 
South America is below what it should 
and is in that condition as a direct conse- 
quence of war, the favorable figures for the 
vear would be much larger. Europe and the 
neutral nations are likely to make a new 
record in this calendar year, so far as the 
purchases of wheat are concerned. We have 
already sold an amount of wheat of the 
money value almost but not quite as great 
as the total value of the wheat we exported 
last vear. There seems to be no doubt that 
Europe will take within a few weeks, in- 
clusive of what has already been taken, sub- 
stantially the entire surplus of wheat har- 
vested in the United States. 

The Story of Cotton. 

. The month of December should furnish 
‘anew factor of great importance in our 
foreign trade. We are undoubtedly to export 
large quantities of cotton, and will continue 
well into the spring of next year 
One reason why there seems to be some con- 
fusion of ideas respecting our business ac- 
tivity is to be found in the fact that pur- 
chases made on account of foreign nations 
in the United States are as secretly made 
as is possible. We can only get an idea of 
the character of some of them by studying 
the custom house records which set forth in 
detail some of these exports. One interest- 
ing fact is disclosed by this study, and that 
is contracts which have already been made 
with American manufacturers representing 
in money value many millions of dollars, in 
one instance alone twenty millions, are not 
reflected in the statistics which report au- 
thoritatively the details of our recent ex- 
ports. The reason for this is that the com- 
modities which these contracts call for are 
not vet ready for delivery. That is especial- 
ly true of machinery, tools and apparatus 
which is to be used in foreign arsenals for 
the manufacture of arms. The utmost se- 
crecy is maintained with respect to the con- 
tract which Mr. Charles M. Schwab is be- 
lieved to have executed on account of for- 
eign governments. Those who know Mr. 
Schwab well are convinced that he has ex- 
ecuted contracts representing many millions. 
But, presumably, the commodities which he 
is to manufacture on account of these con- 
tracts cannot be made until some months 
have passed. One of the greatest of Amer- 
ican manufactories engaged in making arms 
is understood to have large contracts. It is 
certainly operating its plant on full time, 
and has been recalling employees who in 
the dull times of some months earlier it 
was compelled to lay off. Presumably the 
commodities manufactured by this concern 
cannot be delivered, or delivery cannot be- 
rin until some months have passed. It is 
known in a confidential way that large 
bonuses have been offered in consideration 
of the guarantee to complete and ship ap- 
paratus within a specified time. 

One peculiar feature of our increased 
foreign trade is disclosed by a scrutiny of 
the official statistics. This shows that Euro- 
pean countries which have thus far been able 
to maintain neutrality have been buying 
heavily in the United States, and that is 
especially true of Italy and of Denmark, as 
well as the kingdoms of the Scandinavian 
peninsula. The proximity of some of these 
countries to Germany leads to a suspicion 
that some of the commodities will ultimately 
find their way to the empire. This suspicion 
is strengthened by the fact that we have not

Asks for Fair Review 
Of Gas Company Rates 


Editor Constitution: The present agita- 
tion being made by the Gas Consumers’ 
league for lower gas rates has attracted 
the attention of Atlanta citizens, and the 
publicity that your columns are according it 
is indicative of the public’s interest in the 
subject. 

The question of public service is of vital 
interest at al] times to the consumer. Pri- 
marily, a gas, electric or water plant, in a 
municipality, is by nature of the function 
it performs a monopoly. Consequently com- 
petition is impracticable. This underlying 
fact has served as a most adequate argu- 
ment in favor of the necessity of regulatory 
bodies, or commissions, having jurisdiction 


over public service corporations, and especial! - 


ly with reference to the adjudication of “rate” 
questions. 

Experience has shown that such contro- 
versies are handled better by commissions 
having state-wide authority, rather than by 
purely local bodies. The subject of “rates” 
is affected not only by financial and engi- 
neering equations, but in the broad sense of 
the word is an economic problem. Georgia 
cities are most fortunate, as our state has 
such a commission, known as the railroad 
commission of Georgia. This body is com- 
posed of able men selected for their fitness 
and ability to render the proper verdict on 
points at issue. 

With reference to the rates now in ef- 
fect by the Atlanta Gas Light company and 
the service being rendered, the question at 
issue is. are the consumers being charged 
an exorbitant rate for the service rendered”? 
and if so. how much? Without attempting to 
expediency or necessity for a 
municipally-owned plant, the question be- 
comes one of fair rates. 

In all rate cases, whether being heard be- 
fore a court of equity, state or federal com- 
mission, there has been laid down one funda- 
mental rule, namely, “That a public service 
company is entitled to earn a fair return 
upon the reasonable value of the property 
devoted to public use.” If the Atlanta Gas 
Light company is charging more than thev 
are justly entitled to receive, then ther 
should reduce their rates. To say that the 
rates should be the same as those charged 
in another city is no argument. No two 
cities have the same conditions. 

The rates charged by the Atlan Gas 
Light company are justly entitled to a fair 
and unbiased review before arriving at a 
decision. Such an analysis costs money, and 
if the proper authorities of the city of At- 
lanta consider it advisable, such an inquiry 
should be undertaken by competent and ex- 
perienced engineers, and both parties at in- 
terest should bear their pro rata part of 
the expense. The railroad commission is the 
logical body to hear the result of such in- 
vestigations and make final decision. By 
this method the “interests of the public” and 
the “owners” will receive due consideration, 
and the verdict should be satisfactory to all

concerned. 

The day of “baiting” corporations has 
passed. The interests of the public and that 
of the “owners” (be they “taxpayers” or 
“shareholders”) are identical. First and 
foremost, the public’s interest has first con- 
sideration, and no public service conpora- 
tion can succeed that does not recognize 
this fact: and, finally, where there is an an- 
tagonistic public sentiment to a public serv- 
ice company, it is impossible for that com- 
pany to sell its securities, or otherwise se- 
cure funds for the improvements and ex- 
tensions that are necessary to its life and 
growth.

He stated that in many office 
buildings mail slots were not provided 
in the doors®* this, he said, made it nec- 
essary for the carrier to place the mail | 
under the doors or to take it away | 
when there is no one in the offices, | 
He also said that in many instances | 
it is found that the names of tenants do 
not appear on their office doors, which 
adds to the confusion of the carrier 
when there is no one in the office. He | 
made a forceful appeal for tenants to 
dictate their letters as early in the 
day as possible and get them in the 
boxes or to the postoffice at once. , 
He said that many apartment houses 
have failed to provide mail boxes at 
the entrances, and as @ result the mail 
has to be given over to the janitors, | 
who often open and rob it. | 
The postmaster spoke of the great) 
volume of business done by the Atlanta 
postoffice, and gave some comparative 
figures that were astounding. He said 
that this great volume of business, 
amounting to from 165,000 to 300,000 
pieces of first-class mail matter per, 
day, is the result of Atlanta being such 
a big distributing point, stating that! 
the city has more than 600 manufactur- 
ing plants, about 90 publishing houses 
and many other enterprises having an 
immense mail business. He referred 
to the fact that one firm alone in At- 
lanta spends the sum of $54,000 per an- 
num for postage, and that many other 
firms spend correspondingly as much.

It was pointed out that never was the 
need for a negro hospital greater than 
at present. Especially was stress laid 
on the importance of the establishment 
of an institution for the care of tuber- 
cular negroes, of whom there are sev- 
eral thousand in Atlanta. Facilities 
for their treatment now consist solely 
ofa dispensary operated by the Anti- 
Tuberculosis society and 
at Battle Hill, where sixty negroes may 
be accommodated. 

It was decided to push with greater 
stress the campaign of prevention 
started by the <Anti-Tuberculosis so- 
ciety. Committees have been named to 
investigate the housing conditions in 
negro quarters and urge the passage of 
proper housing laws; to investigate 
conditions in schools where there are 
negro pwpils; to look into sanitary con- 
ditions of the negro amusement par- 
lors, dance halls and ‘‘movie” shows 
and to map out a general plan for re- 
lief work among the negroes.

However, this 
week, every case, no matter of now 
trivial a nature, is going to trial. Wit- 
nesses galore are being examined, aid 
the lawyers are taking up the full time 
of the court with their arguments. Some 
say it is being done to make it impos- 
sible to reach the prohibition cases. 

Under a city ordinance, as soon as a 
near beer dealer is convicted of violat- 
ing the state prohibition law, his li- 
cense to do business in the city-is auto- 
matically revoked. Now with the 
Christmas holidays near at hand, when 
the near beer men usually make a 
“killing,” they are not very enthusias- 
tic about losing their licenses and be- 
ing put out of business. They are said 
to look at it something like this: It 
has been a dull year, and right now, 
when there is some easy money in 
sight, we want to be in a position to 
get some of it. 

It’s a “cinch” that very few of those 
prohibition cases are going to be tried, 
for if they get into them at all the 
lawyers are going to take advantage of 
every little point and spend just as 
much time as possible on each side.

COTTON RELIEF FIGHT 
POI LAPSES IN HOUSE 


Henry’s Plan to Issue’ $250,- 
000,000 for Cotten and To- 
bacco Belt Banks Defeated. 


Washington, December 8.—The fight 
for $250,000,000 in currency to deposit 
in cotton and tobacco belt Danks to re- 
lieve farmers, waged to a draw in the 
last session of congress, collapsed in 
the house today. Contemporaneously, 
the house supported administration 
views as to a trio of eurrency bills 
which the cotton filibuster blocked last 
October. One of these was passed by 
the house today. It purposes to amend 
the federal reserve law to authorize the 
federal reserve board, in its discretion, 
to increase, without limit, the aggre- 
gate amount of acceptances a bank may 
make, based on the exportation or 
importation of goods. 

The purpose ofr this bill, now to §0 
to the senate, is to enable many large 
state banks and trust companies which 
have built up an immense Dusiness 12 
financing exportations and importa- 
tions to vecome meinbers of the federal 
reserve system. They are virtually 
excluded from this membership now be- 
cause of the restriction in the present 
law confining the volume of banking 
operations to an amount equal to one- 
half of the bank or 
paid-up capitai and surplus. 

Of tne other two bills, one was sent 
back to the committee and the other 
rejected as unnecessary. The rst 
would have permitted member bank of 
the reserve system to deposit for, @ 
temporary period within federal reserve 
banks their portion of the bank reé- 
serves required to be kept in the vaults. 
Administration leaders contended that 
with the sharp differences in committee 
and no apparent necessity for imme- 
diate action, the bill well could be left 


in committee. 

The senate amended bill to in- 
crease use of commercial paper up te 
100 per cent of unimpaired capital and 
Surplus as a basis of emergency cur- 
rency under the Aldrich-Vreeland law, 
was the vehicle of the Henry cotton 
Currency plan, as a motion of Repre- 
sentative Henry to recommit the bill 
to the banking and currency committee 
with instructions to report the bill back 
with the cotton proposition, was the 
first unfinished business. On a roll 
call the Henry motion was beaten, 116 
to §1. tepresentative Glass then tried 
to withdraw the commerical paper bill 
because it no longer was desired or 
necessary, but Mr. Henry objected and 
the bill went toa vote and was rejected, 
268 to 28. 

Mr. Glass had ascertained from the 
federal reserve board that the emergen- 
‘y currency was being retired as rap- 
idly as possible, rather than being 
issued, and that it was expected that 
within a skort time all emergency cur- 
rency would be retired and replaced by 
the federal reserve notes.

and settled policy with regard to mili- 
tary establishments. We never have 
had, and while we retain our present 
principles and ideals we never shall 
have, a large standing army. If ask- 
ed, Are you ready to defend yourselves? 
we reply, Most assuredly, to the ut- 
most; and yet we shall not turn Amer- 
toa into a military camp. We will not 
ask our young men to spend the best 
years of their lives making soldiers 
of themselves. There is another sort 
of energy in us. It will know how to 
declare itself and make itself effective 
Should occasion arise. And especially 
when half the world is on fire we 
shall be careful to make our moral 
insurance against the spread of the 
conflagration very definite and cer- 
tain and adequate indeed. 

Let us remind ourselves, 
of the only thing we can do or will 
do. We must depend in every time. of 
national peril, in the future as tn the 
past, not upon a standing army, nor yet 
upon a reserve army, but wpon a citi- 
zenry trained and accustomed to arms. 
It will be right enough, right American 
policy, based upon our accustomed 
principles and practices, to provide 4 
System by which every citizen who 
will volunteer for the training may 
be made familiar with the use of moa- 
ern arms, the rudiments of drill and 
mané€uver and the maintenance and 
Sanitation of camps. We should en- 
cournge such training and make it a 
means of discipline which our young 
men will learn to value. It is right 
that we should provide it not only, but 
that we should make it as attractive as 
possible, and so induce our young men 
to undergo it at such times as they can 
command a little freedom and can sek 
the physical development they need, 
for mere health’s sake, if for nothing 
mvre. 

Encourage National Guard. 

Every means by which such things 
can be stimulated is legitimate, and 
such a method smacks of true Ameri- 
can ideas, It is right, too, that the 
national guard of the states should be 
developed and strengthened by every 
means which is not inconsistent with 
our obligations to our own people or 
with the established policy of our gov- 
ernment. And this also not because 
the time or occasion specially calls for 
such measures, but because it should 
be our constant policy to make these 
Provisions for our national peace and 
Satety. 

More than 
versal of the 


therefore, 


this carries with it a re- 
whole ‘history and char- 
acter of our polity. More than this, 
proposed at this time, permit me to 
Say, would mean merely that we had 
lost our self-possession, that we had 
been thrown off our balance by a war 
With which we have nothing to do, 
whose cause cannot touch us, whose 
very existence affords us opportunities 
of friendship and disinterested service 
which should make us ashamed of any 
thought of hostility or fearful prepa- 
ration for trouble. This is assuredly 
the opportunity for which a people and 
a government like ours were raised up, 
the opportunity not only to Speak but 
actually to embody and exemplify the 
counsels of peace and amity and the 
lasting concord which is based on preju- 
dice and fair and generous dealing. 
Powerful Navy Needed. 

A powerful navy we have always re- 
garded as our proper and natural 
means of defense; and it has always 
been of defense that we have thought, 
never of aggression or of conquest. 
But who shall tell us now what sort of 
navy to build? We shall take leave 
to be strong upon the seas, in the fu- 
ture as in the past: and there will be 
no thought of offense or of provoca- 
tion in that. Our ships are our natural 
bulwarks. When will the experts téll 
us just what kind we should construct 
—and when will they be right for ten 
years together, if the relative effi- 
ciency of craft of different kinds and 
uses continues to change as we have 
seen it change under our very eyes in 
these last few months? 

_ But I turn away from the subject. It 
is not new. There is no new need to 
discuss it. We shall not alter our at- 


titude toward it because some amongst 
us are nervous and excited. We shall 
easily and sensibly agree upon a policy 
of. deferise. The ‘question has not 
changed its aspects because the times 
are not normal. Our policy will not 


be for an occasion. It will be con- 
ceived as a permanent and settled 
thing which we will pursue at all sea- 
sons, without haste and after a fashion 
perfectly consistent with the peace of 
the world, the abiding friendship of 
states, and the unhampered freedom 
of all with whom we deal. Let there 
be no misconception. The country has 
been misinformed. We have not been 
negligent of national defense. We are 
not unmindful of the great respon- 
sibility resting upon us. We shall 
learn and profit by the lesson gf every 
experience and every new circum- 
Stance; and what is needed will be 
adequately done. 
Tasks and Duties of Peace. 

I close, as I began, by reminding you 
of the great tasks and duties of peace 
which challenge our best powers and 
invite us to build what will last, the 
tasks to which we can address our- 
selves now and at all times with free- 
hearted zest and with all the finest 
gifts of constructive wisdom we pos- 
sess. To develop our life and our re- 
sources; to supply our own people, and 
the people of the world as their need 
arises, from the abundant plenty of our 
fields and our marts of trade; to en- 
rich the commerce of our own states 
and of the world with the products of 
our mines, Our farms and our factories 
with the creations of our thought and 
the fruits of our character—this is 
what will hold our attention and our 
enthusiasm steadily, now and in the 
years to come, as we strive to show in 
our life as a nation what liberty and 
the inspirations of an emancipated 
ay may do for men and for socie- 


es, for individuals, for states : 
mankind. ee
